CONCLUSIONS: 

1. There is evidence which supports a conclusion that 
Lot 1, Concession 5. Murphy Township, may be underlain by andesite 
and acid volcanics, 

2. There is a possibility that the Pipestone fault extends 
across or near to the south half of Lot 1, Concession 5, Murphy 
Township. 

3. We believe the acid volcanics are a favourable host 
rock for base metal mineralization. Therefore, if the above-mentioned 
conclusions are valid prospecting of the south half of Lot 7 


Concession 5, is warranted at this time. 


RECOMMENDATIONS; 

1. All outcrops should be mapped in detail. 

2. Ground magnetic surveys should be carried out in detail. 
since miner magnetic trends which would not be revealed by the 
aeromagnetic surveys could give important information of geological 
conditions.
